The building of metallic railway cars 
has been in course of experiment for some 
time. Steel freight cars are suggested, 
as they are far less in weight than those 
constructed of wood, thus saving wear 
and tear of the tracks. It is claimed that 
a steel car can be made, weighing no 
more than seven tons, that will carry 
twice that weight in freight. If the trucks 
are of steel a car of ten tons weight can 
be made that will carry twenty-five tons 
of freight. The construction of these 
vehicles is also stronger and more durable 
than the wooden cars. Already many 
iron coal cars are in use.

boulanger en v'eu.r,, freely translated, 
" baker of old," utilizes the pieces o 
dry, damaged and abandoned bread. He 
gathers the crusts in boarding-houses 
convents ami hotels. These morsels 
covered with sand, stained with ink and 
often picked from heaps of refuse, are 
sold by servants to the " Baker of ( >ld,'- 
who turns them into new preparations. 
The merchandise is first carefully sorted 
out. The fragments which are judged 
to be still in a presentable condition are 
dried in an oven and form eromU* mm j-ot, 
which are used up in soup at low-class 
restaurants. Almost all the lozenge- 
shaped crusts served in dishes of vege- 
tables have this origin. The crumbs and 
defective crusts are pounded in a inortar 
until they become a white paste, which 
butchers use to adorn cutlets. All the 
material that appears absolutely incap- 
able of further service is then roasted, 
reduced to charcoal, ground into powder, 
and, bv the addition of a few drops of 
essence of mint, is converted into a tooth- 
paste. Such is one of the metamorphoses 
of Parisian industry .— BaUumafaAM ■

The proper method of civilizing the 
Indian, in the belief of a Catholic mis- 
sionary, Father Raveille, who has long 
lived among the Sioux, is to iearn his 
tastes and then lead him toward civiliza- 
tion by ways that do not too harshly 
cross those tastes. It is necessary to 
break up the tribal organization, stop 
their wandering from place to place, and 
protect them when they are trying to be- 
come fanners. The nomad instinct is 
strong. Father Raveille relates this an- 
ecdote : " < >ne bitter cold night, while I 
was with the Sioux up near tjje Canada 
line, a well-known chief, named I^eft 
Bear, came into my hut. I said to him 
' Look at me here in this room, Left 
Bear. See what civilization can do 
The wind on the prairies is sharp ; the 
snow is deep, but here is a stove that 
warms the air. Here is a bed, where I 
can sleep and not freeze. Here is my 
table, with books so I can read and learn. 
Is this not much better than roaming 
about without a home r He repeated 
all these advantages approvingly. ' But,' 
said he, with a splendid air about him, 
you are not tree. You cannot put your 
house on your back and go to some new 
place when you want a change.' "

Senator Edtkunds submitted the fol- 
lowing, which was laid over until to- 
morrow, at the request of Senator Bay- 
ard : 

Rnohmd, That a committee of seven 
senators 1* appointed, whose duty it 
shall be to take into consideration the 
state of the laws respecting the ascer- 
taining and declaration of the result of 
the election of president and vice presi 
dent of the United States, and that said 
committee have power to report by bill 
or otherwise. 

On motion, Senator Morrill's resolu- 
tion, filling vacancies on committees as 
i<*llows, was agreed to : Senator Mat- 
thews, of Ohio, and Wallace, of Pennsyl- 
vania, on foreign relations; Cameron, of 
Pennsylvania, on military affairs and 
public builc^pgs and grounds; Arm- 
strong, of Missouri, on railroads; Grover, 
of Oregon, on private land claims; Arm- 
strong, of Missouri, on enrolled bills. 
Ferry, of Michigan, was made chairman 
of committee on po>t-orBces and post- 
roads, in place of Hamlin, who retains a 
place on that committee as a member; 
and Hamlin was made chairman of com- 
mittee on foreign relations, in place of 
Morton, who retains his old place as 
chairman of the committee on privileges 
and elections. Morrill stated that it was 
the wish of the senator from Indiana 
( Morton ) that this latter change be 
made. 

A large number of petitions were pre- 
sented and referred, among them one 
from citizens of Iowa, asking the passage 
of a law making silver a legal tender for 
all sums. Another from the legislature 
of Michigan, asking congressional aid for 
the construction of a tunnel under 
Detroit river, at or near Detroit. The 
citizens of Mattoon, New York, peti- 
tioned for the remonetization of the old 
silver dollar. 

Bills were introduced, and referred, 
authorizing the citizens of Colorado, 
Nevada, and the territories, to fell and 
remove the timber on the public domain, 
for fanning and domestic purposes ; to 
prevent abuses of the sale of postage 
stamps and stamped envelopes ; by Sena- 
tor Plumb: To donate a portion of the 
military reservation of Fort Harker to 
Kansas for the establishment of an educa- 
tional or charitable institution, and to 
open the remainder to settlement.

Th' y swim — men, women and children- 
like ducks ; have no fear of crocodiles, 
and often seek a fight with them, Is-in.; 
verv dexterous in the use of the knife, 
and rarely fail to plunge it into the thr< at 
of the monster. In this part of the 
Nile the crocodile yet abounds. Steam- 
lx>ata and the rude treatment they have 
received from the hand* of strangers 
have driven them from below the first 
cataract into the less frequented waters 
of Nubia. The Nubians have and in- 
genious way of catching the crocodile on 
laud. It is t e custom of the animal to 
crawl out of the water on to the sand 
banks in the middle of the river, there 
with their family to take their siesta. 
The Nubians in these places dig* a pit, 
covers it with bushes and a sprinkling o! 
sand, as il the wind had drifted it there. 

The crocodiles are no sooner gathered 
on this fragile covering than it gives way 
and they fall into the pit beneath. As 
they cannot extricate themselves they 
are ea-ily killed. Their skin is used foi 
shields, and sometimes are stuffed in 
order to be sold to travelers. The Nu- 
bian's favorite arms are a javelin and a 
shield of hippopotamus or crocodile hide. 

Further stmth, in Kordofan, Senaar 
and Darfoitr, appears the full-blooded 
African, with hi* coal-black skin, woolly 
hair, thitV lijrs and gross features. I It- 
has but little taste for civilization. Ib- 
is naturally a barbarian with savage in-

within his reach. His god* are the work* 
of his own hands, rude idols ot wood and 
stone, to whom he offers in sacrifice the 
captives he has taken in battle. He i- 
perpetually in war, for he loves the smell 
of blood, and he has little sense of hu- 
manity. He haunts hi* fellow black men 
in their jungles, or he overpowers them 
in their stockaded, mud-built villages at 
night, links diem together ii. ir < a%id 
sells them to the slave trailers.

Mound Builders' Relics. 

One of the most importent discoveries 
of mound builders' relics that has ever 
been made in this state was made yester- 
day morning by some workmen who were 
digging a cellar on .South hill, near 
Boundary street.

Knoxville has sixty-nine prisoners in 
the county jail and an equal number in 
the work-house. 

The Georgetown (8. C.) Times says of 
the rice crop : "In the beginning of the 
harvest sanguine hopes were entertained 
of an abundance in gathering into empty 
barns and pocket*, but the sunshine 
lasted only two working days — Friday 
and Saturday — barely giving an oppor- 
tunity of rescuing the rice already cut 
down from the ravages of the high tides. 
The results of recent pounding at the 
mills show the immense skrinkage of the 
crop. Where thirty and thirty-6ve bush- 
elfto the acre were expected, the mills 
pan out only twelve, fourteen and fix- 
teen bushels, and that, too, of an inferior 
article. The birds have been unusually 
disastrous this year." 

The cotton report of the statistician of 
the department of agriculture for Octo- 
ber makes the average condition nearly 
as high as 1876; it is 81.1 against 82.7 
last year and *8 the year before. The 
decline in the condition during Septem- 
lier is less this year than last. Georgia 
and Tennessee make the same averages 
in September, North Carolina higher and 
all other states lower, though Arkansas 
lifelines but 1 per cent. The state per- 
centages are as follows: North Carolina, 
85; South Carolina, 79; Georgia, 77; 
Florida, 8S ; Alabama, 88; Mississippi, 
80 ; Louisiana, 77; Texas, 61 ; Arkansas, 
08 ; Tennessee, 100. 

Charleston Journal of Commerce : Dr.

The 
figures for the nine months past give a 
total of 0,58") failures, with liabilities 
aggregating jU4l,!»« r »2,250, against 7,0501 
failures and $i™,'-'72,800 liabilities in 
the same nine months of 1876. " For 
the first time in many months," says the 
circular, "do the figures in relation to 
failures anted any encouragemen^; and 
token in connection with the improved 
business in merchandise which the au- 
tumn months have thus far witnessed, 
and the certainty that a great crop of 
produce is new being marketed at good 
prices, the hope may be entertained that 
the worst effects of "the depression have 

been seen."

San Francisco manufacturers are trying 
to supersede Chinese manufacturing of 
ruchings and laces by employing 
American girls, who are quite apt in the 
work. 

A fourteen acre field near Georgetown, 
S. C, has produced nine hundred and 
ninety-four bushels *f rice, being an 
average of seventy-one bushels to the 
acre. 

A Necedah, Wisconsin, cranberry firm 
has about five hundred Indians em- 
ployed picking berries. They are good 
berry pickers, but the farmers in that 
section complain terribly about raids on 
their potato and corn fields. 

The building of metallic railway cars 
has been in course of experiment for some 
time. Steel freight cais are suggested, 
as they are far less in weight than those 
constructed of wood, thus saving wear 
and tear of the tracks. It is claimed that 
a steel car can be made, weighing no 
more than seven tons, that will carry 
twice that weight in freight. If the trucks 
are of steel a car of ten tons weight can 
be made that will carry twenty-five tons 
of freight. The construction of the«ie 
vehicles is alsi stronger and more durable 
than the wooden cars. Already many 
iron coal cars are in use.

How Bread-crnsts Arc Used in 
Paris. 

"What becomes of the old moons? 
What becomes of the old crusts of bread 
4n Paris?" asks the Figaro, and then 
tells of their transformations. The 
boulanger en vieu.r,, freely translated, 
" baker of old," utilizes the pieces o 
dry, damaged and abandoned broad. He 
gathers the crusts in boarding-houses 
convents and hotels. These morsels 
covered with sand, stained with ink and 
often picked from heaps of refuse, are 
sold by servants to the " Raker of » >ld,'' 
who turns them into new preparations. 
The merchandise is first carefully sorted 
out. The fragments which are judged 
to be still in a presentable condition are 
dried in an oven and form rroutet nu pot. 
which are used up in soup at low-class 
restaurants. Almost all the lozenge- 
shaped crusts served in dishes of vege- 
tables have this origin. The crumbs and 
defective crusts are pounded in a mortar 
until they become a white paste, which 
butchers use to adorn cutlets. All the 
material 
able 

reduced to charcoal, ground into i>owder, 
and, by the addition of a few drops of 
essence of mint, is converted int*a tooth- 
paste. Such is one of the metamorphoses 
of Parisian industry. — Baltimore Ameri"in

The proper method of civilizing the 
Indian, in the belief of a Catholic mis- 
sionary, Father Raveille, who has long 
lived among the Sioux, is to learn his 
tastes and then lead him toward civiliza- 
tion by ways that do not too harshly 
cross those tastes.

The Nubians are the finest race in 
Egypt, and are in every respect ■ pecu- 
liar people. They are black, but it is a 
lustrous sable not unpleasant to the eye. 
They have handsome, expressive counte- 
nances, bright eyes, well-shaped head* 
and high foreheads. The hair naturally 
curls in ringlets. They are the best look 
ing specimens of the negro branch of the 
human family I have ever met. They 
are naturally intelligent, are good-hu- 
mored and very agreeable in their man- 
ners. They have theappearam e of a people 
relapsed from a -tate of civilization to 
their present semi-barbarous condition. 
Their favorite dress is nudity ; in the 
female sex a string of bead-embroidered - 
cloth about the loins. They live »n or 
near the banks of the Nile, and from its 
waters they draw their chief subsistence. 
Th y swim — men, women and children — 
like ducks; have no fear of crocodiles, 
and often seek a fight with them, being 
very dexterous in the u*e of the knife, 
anil rarely fail to plunge it into the throat 
of the monster. In this part of the 
Nile the crocodile yet abounds. s;teani- 
lx>ats and the rude treatment they have 
received from the hands of stranger- 
have driven them from below the first 
cataract into the less frequented waters 
of Nubia. The Nubians have and in- 
genious way of catching the crocodile on 
land. It is t e custom of the animal to 
crawl out of the water on to the sand 
banks in the middle of the river, there 
with their family to take their siesta. 
The Nubians in these places digs a pit, 
covers it with bushes and a sprinkling of 
sand, as if the wind had drifted it there. 

The crocodile* are no sooner gathered 
on this fragile covering than it give- way 
and they fall into the pit beneath. As 
they cannot extrirate themselves they 
are easily killed. Their skin is used for 
shields, aud sometimes are stuffed in 
order to be sold to travelers. The Nu- 
bian's favorite arms are a javelin and a 
shield of hippopotamus or crocodile bide. 

Further south, in Kordofan, Senaaz 
and Dmrfour, appears the full-bl«x»ded 
African, with bis <-o:i!-hl:irk *kin, wool y 
hair, thick lips and gross features. Hie 
ha.^ but little taste for civilization. He 
is naturally a barbarian with savage in- 
stincts, with few Wants to supply, and 
living off % whatever nature places 
within his reach. His gods are the work* 
of his own hands, rude idols of wood and 
stone, to whom he offers in sacrifice the 
captives he has taken in battle. He is 
perpetually In war, for he love* the tmoU 
of blood, and he has little sense of hu- 
manity. He haunts his fellow black men 
in their jungles, or he over|M)wers them 
in their stockaded, mud-built village* at 
night, links them together in drove*, and 
aelU them to the slave traders. Ba- 
ker, whom the kbedive ha* appointed 
governor of >oudan. has full power to 
break up the cruel traffic. Not long 
since he wrote to him v> use all the 
means at his disposal, in any way he 
chose, to put an end to it. This will be 

difficult to do ; for beyond the confines 
of 1 larfour are the gieat slave hunting 
fields, where internicine war eternally 
reigns, and where, notwithstanding wur*.

Mound Builderti' Kelics. 

One of the most important discoveries 
of mound builders' relics that has ever 
been made in this state was made yester- 
day morning by some workmen who were 
digging a cellar on South hill, near 
Boundary street. After the workmen 
were confident they had unearthed some 
Indian antiquities, several members of 
the Burlington archaeological society 
were notified and the search wa« contin- 
ued under scientific auspices. They 
first unearthed a stone axe, rudely fash- 
ioned, but unmistakably a stone axe, 
which was greeted with cheers and excite 
ment. Then they turned up a flat stone 
and found in a little recess a copper knife, 
a broken earthen jar and a stone mortar, 
which were brought out into the light of 
day from the solemn mystery and dark- 
ness where they had lain for ages, and 
the secretary of the club immediately 
sent off a despatch to the president and 
to the Smithsonian institution. Then 
they found a stone pipe, and the archaeo- 
logical societv sang a hymn and fell on 
each other's necks and wept, and de- 
spatches were sent to Dubuque and 
Davenport. Then they rolled away a 
great bou'der that appeared to cover the 
entrance to a kind of crypt, and they 
found a nickel, a street car check and a 
copy of the Hawkeye of day before yes- 
terday.

Erery mummy has a papyrus scroll 
around his waist descriptive of his 
genealogy and personal history — a kind 
of autobiography in brief.

If rot attacks them, it may be checked 
by rejientedly dashing on cold water, 
which makes them clean, and by evapora- 
tion cools them. If on a lattice bottom, 
both drainage and the admission of air 
will be effected. 

Turnipg, beets and parsnips, unlike 
potatoes, dry up soon if exposed to air.

Drying Flower* in Sand. 

There are many of our brilliant flow- 
ers, such as dahlias, pansies, pinks, ger- 
aniums, sweet williams. carnation*, 
gladioli, which may be preserved so as to 
retain their colors for years.

The following details of management 
for securing quickly bearing plants, are 
given by William Parry : 

A full crop of stnwberries may be had 
next June from plants rooted in flower 
pots, so as to set them out in August or 
September; they theu will require but 
little cultivation, and that in t)ctober. 
when grass and weeds make but a feeble 
growth. Our plan of preparing petted 
plants after strawberry picking is over, 
is to cultivate and pulverize thoroughly 
between the rows, put on five hundred 
pounds of guano per acre, and when the 
plants send out runners, place small 21 
inch pots, filled with earth and plurured 
into the soil the whole depth, under the 
runners to receive the roots, which will 
be confined in the pot and can then he 
transplanted without injury, and will 
continue to grow in their new situa- 
tion the same as though they 
had not been moved. Not one 
in a hundred should fail, and if 
the r nners are cut off so as to throw 
the whole strength of the roots into the 
main cn»wn, it will enlarge and develop 
fruit stalks and buds, and bear a full 
crop, *ay from one to two pints per hill, 
of the finest fruit, the following June, or 
within two months from the time of plant- 
ing in the September previous. By this

The following from the third report of 
the butter and chee«? association gives 
the method ot preserving eg^s which u 
practiced by large dealers. 

To make the pickle, use stone lime, 
fine salt and water in the following pro- 
portions: One bushel of lime, eight 
quarts of salt, twenty five ten quart pails 
of water. The lime must be of the finest 
quality, free from sand and dirt— lime 
that will elake white, fine and clean. 
Have the salt clean and the water pure 
and sweet, free from all vegetable or 
decomposed matter. 

.Slake the lime with a portion of the 
water, then add the balance of the water 
and the salt. Stir well three or four 
times at intervals, and then let stand 
until well settled and cold. Either dip 
or draw off the clear pickle into the cask 
or vat in which it is intended to preserve 
the eggs. When the cask or vat is filled 
to a depth of fifteen or eighteen inches, 
begin to put in the eggs, but when

Architenthis princeps was taken out of 
his cask of brine yesterday morning and 
spread out at full length on t e floor of 
the aquarium. 

As the monster lay on the floor of the 
aquarium its proportions could for the 
tit*t time le accurately measured. Its 
two long tentacles each stretch out more 
than twenty-four feet, and the length of 
the bodv from head to tail is nine leet.so 
that the total length of the creature is 
rather more than thirty-three feet. The 
furthest spread of its tentacles is nearly 
fiftv feet. The breadth of the body is 
alnitit tour feet, and it is nearly a toot in 
thickness. The eight abort arms vary in 
length from seven to nine feet.

MOT PUDDING. 

This is a very rich, but comparatively 
inexjiensive pudding, and has l>een a 
great favorite for ycare, because so 
quickly and easily made and at the same 
time so delicious. We always prefer to 
have it terved with a hard and also with 



for scouring purposes: cover the bottom 
of the diah with a layer half an inch 
deep, and then lay in the flowers, with 
the stems downward, holding them 
firmly in plac e while you sprinkle more 
sand over them, until all the places be- 
tween the petals are filled ami the 
flowers are buried out of sight. A 
broad dish will accommodate quite, a 
large number, and allow sufficient sand 
between. Set. the dish in a dry, warm 
place, where they will dry gradually, 
and at the end of a week pour off the 
sand and examine them; if there is any 
moisture in the sand it must be dried 
before using again, or fresh sand may be 
poured over them the same as before. 
.Some flowers will require weeks to drv, 
while others will become sufficiently dry 
to put away i.i a week or ten days. By 
this simple process flowers, terns, etc., 



be set up or out in a suitable place to dry. 
in the crates. They should dry quickly, 
and picked as soon as dry. In packing, 
the same rules should l>e observed as in 
packing fresh eggs. 

Vats built in a cellar around the walls, 
with al out halt their depth below the 
surface, about four or five feet deep, six 
feet long and four feet wide, ate usually 
considered the best for preserving eggs 
in, although many use and prefer large 
tubs made of wood. The place in which 
the rats are built, or the tubs kept, 
should be clean and sweet, free from all 
bad odors, and where a -teady, low tern, 
perture can tw maintained — thelowerthe 
better, that is, down to any point above 
freezing.

A full crop of strawberries may be had 
next June from plants rooted in flower 
pots, so as to set them out in August or 
September ; they theu will require but 
teaspoonful of JUtle cultivation, and that in October.

Our plan of {preparing petted 
plants after strawberry picking is over, 
is to cultivate and pulverize thoroughly 
between the rows, put on five hundred 
pounds of guano per acre, and when the 
plants send out runners, place small 2 ' :
